Thomas Guard, of Baltimore, in company 
with his wife and child, was passing over

Philadelphia and Erie railroad, en 
route to Hamilton, Canada, where he had 
an engagement to preach. 
Mrs. 
Guard 
was the owner of a very fine diamond 
ring. valued at about $300, aud in order to 
please her child had placed it upon her 
finger. lo the meantime tne child was eat­ 
ing an orange, and, while in the act of 
throwing the peel out of the car window, a 
short distance above Susquehanna, the 
ring slipped off her finger, and went out 
also. The train was moving rapidly and 
there seemed to be no noon of recovering 
the lost treasure. The parents were more 
or less excited over their loss, which at­ 
tracted the attention of Mr. Hiram R. 
Rhoads, who was in the car. 
He at once 
inquired the cause of the trouole, and was 
informed how the valuable had been lost. 
As soon 
as the train 
reached Jersey7 
Shore station 
Mr. 
Rhoads 
Informed 
the 
operator 
of 
the 
loss 
and 
directed bim to return to the place indi­ 
cated and make diligent search. 
Ile did 
as directed and continued the search till 0 
o'clock in the evening without finding the 
ring, when he reported the result to Mr. 
Rhoads at the office in this city, and he *t 
once telegraphed to Mr. Guard, at Niagara. 
The search, however, was kept up by Mr, 
Rhoads for ten or twelve days, aud every 
inch of the ground wa9 carefully examined 
but no trace of the treasure could be found, 
and the search wa9 finally abandoned. Time 
rolled away.

Further investigation resulted in Auding 
the man, a trackman, at Susquehanna, who 
oflered the nog. He at once stated the 
circumstances of

it ab >ut five 
weeks ago, as he was engaged at work on 
the railroad track, when ne at once re­ 
turned to the jeweler, handed over the 
watch and chain, and the n o g was re­ 
turned, and is now la the hands of tbe rail* 
road officers. 
It was found by the side of 
the track, about 300 feet west of Charles 
Stewart’s farm, above Susquehanna, where 
it had lain about five years.

A New Vegetable horn China. 
London Glo*;. 
Some experiments recently carried on 
by some Austrian and Germau horticul­ 
turists have brought ioto notice aa almost 
forgotten plant which was introduced from 
China nearly thirty y ears ago, but whole 
existence and whose profits have been 
undeservedly lost sight oi. 
Th>s is the 
Soji Hispida, a species of 
lugumlnous 
plant, somewhat resembling in nabit and 
appearance the well known pea. 
Unlike 
the latter, however, it has two distinct 
uses, industrial as well as alimentary. It is 
highly prized in China and Japan, and it is 
said, indeed to take 
its scientific 
title 
from a Japanese name of a sruce-sooja— 
which is made from its seeds. 
The seeds 
are very similar to a “marrowfat” pea, but 
contain a large quantity of oil, which is 
either pressed out of them or boiled out in 
the process of cooking the seeds for tbe 
table, which is effected by simply throw­ 
ing them into boiling water, when the out* 
er skin bursts and fl tats to the surface, to­ 
gether with a quantity of oil and the husks 
skimmed 
off 
together. 
These may be 
either used as cattle food, or the oil may be 
separated and employed for various pur­ 
poses, while tbe husks are still valuable as 
a feeding stuff or as manure. 
The peas are boiled for about twenty 
minutes, and furnish a dish which is higbiy 
relished, not only by the Celestials, but by 
the Europeans who have tasted it. 
It is 
said to resemble in llivor the green pea, 
but lacks its sweet taste. 
The boiled sol a 
is also prepared as a cake and as a sauce, 
being fermented tor the latter purpose, and 
salt, pepper, etc., being added. 
The sauce 
has a high reputation among the Chinese 
•od Japanese, not merely as a condiment, 
but 
as a medical 
agent. 
Chemical 
analysis of the seeds shows them to be very 
rich in proteine. The oil is available for 
many uses—for burning in lamps or even 
&9 a substitute for olive oil. 
Being s »mj 
what of a siccative nature it is not adapted 
for a lubricant, but is tor that reason use­ 
ful as a substitute for linseed oil in tbe 
manufacture of paints and in other similar 
industrial arts. Finally, to complete the 
list of virtues of this Celestial pea, tbe 
haulm gives an excellent foddtr tor cattle 
and bone*.

The King, surrounded by his 
court, the members of tho Cabinet, and 
(tiber high officers of the kingdom, the 
Queen and the ladiesot the household had 
assembled lo receive the American Minis­ 
ter. 
With a short address General Fair­ 
child presented his credentials to King 
Alphonz.i. 
Toe King replied with con­ 
gratulations oo bls appointment, and with 
expressions 
of a hopo that the good 
relations 
aud 
mutual 
friendship 
hitherto 
maintained 
between 
tbe 
Guiled States and Spain would be contin­ 
ued. 
He gracefully alluded to the services 
of Mio liters Cushing and Lowell, both of 
whom, he assured General Fairchild, had 
been held in tbe highest esteem at Madrid. 
Atter a visit to the Prime Minister the 
General attended tbe first bull fight of the 
summer season, which opened to-day. The 
K togaod Queen, with t ie infantas, at­ 
tended, while the audience numbered over 
15 OJO persons. The ladies in the National 
Mantilla, with brilliant tlowera*nd bright 
bodices up to their heads, were almost as 
remarkable as the presence ct Senors 
Fraecuelo and Lacartigo, the two most 
fatuous bull-fighters in Spain, with their 
cuadniia9.

W ashington March 31—The receipts 
from customs for the month ending to day 
have reached the extraordinary total of 
$19,000,000, while receipts from internal 
revenue have been $9,000,000.

G E N E R AL G RANT" 


H is E n th u sia stic W elcom e in N ew 
O r le a n s. 
N ew Orleans, March 31—The steamer 
Harlan met a severe southeaster last nigh 
and tbe result was that she was about two 
aud a half hours late la arriving at Morgan 
City to-day. 
When she finally did get 
there a committee of thirty was waiting 
with a special train to escort General Grant 
to New ;Urieans. Mayor Patten, Federa 
officials, the President of the Cotton E x­ 
change and Clearing House Association, 
Dr. Jos. Scott, and others composed the 
committee. It had been.expected that the 
General would reach Algiers, across the 
river from the city, by 4 o’clock at tbe 
latest, but it was G o’clock when the train 
drew up at the ferry. There was a crowd 
on the levee of several thousand people 
and the battery 
began 
firing 
the 
Presidential salute of twenty-one guns. The 
din was made deafening by by the chorus 
of screaming tugs that thronged the river. 
Vessels of every nation displayed bunting. 
Conspicuous among other colors being the 
banners of England, Germany and Nor­ 
way. At the wharf, at the foot of tit. Louis 
street, landing was made, and the levee 
was covered with thousands of people, 
who rushed up to take a glimpse of tbe 
well known loran of the next President 
The press was so great that all efforts of 
the 
police 
failed 
to 
keep 
the throng from retarding debarkation. 
Tbe guns were brought out once more 
their welcome, ibi9 time the old Washing* 
ton Battery. Then the famous rebel ar­ 
tillery of the Army of Viginia was accord­ 
ed the honor of firing a salute, and the 
gunners worked with a will. There was a 
constant roar of thousands % of voices, 
drowned every sound by the boom of 
the guns, only to swell out fuller aud 
rounder after each interruption. 
From St. Louis street 
the procession 
turned up Rampart street. Here there was 
ao diminution of tbe throng, but some en­ 
thusiastic people cheered and screamed oue 
tremendous outpoured cry of “ Welcome,” 
welcome,” “welcome.” 
It was repeated 
frequently by citizens that never, even 
during the palmiest days of Mardi Gras 
was there such a crowd seen on the street 
as on this occasion. 
As tho procession turned into Canal 
street, It was getting dark, 
and people 
nad been wailing over three hours, but 
their numbers were not diminished 
It 
was 
the 
same dense, 
enthusiastic 
crowd from whose 75,000 throats rolled up 
one will hurrah at the modest man who 
sat with hat in hand, bowing right aud 
eft, in acknowledgement of the ovation. 
Trom Canal street tbe route led to Camp 
street, and thence along Julia street, with 
still no decrease of tbe multitude or of the 
dancers that were hung out, bearing the 
egends, “Welcome Grant,” ‘‘Welcome the 
City’s Guest,” and other similar inscrip­ 
tions. 
The Times, Picayune. Ledger, and Dem­ 
ocrat buildings were conspicuous for their 
display and illumination. 
tit Charles street to the hotel of the 
same name closed the line of march. 
Od arriymg at the hotel Mr Bussey de­ 
livered an address of welcome to which 
General Grant made tho following reply: 
Gentlemen ami Citizens of New Orleans: 
—Atter an absence of a great many years 
from your State, I am happy to (return to 
it, and very proud of the reception I am 
receiving at your hands, a ad very glad 
teat it is given by your citizens irrespect­ 
ive of former relations. The scenes of war 
dave passed. 
We are a united people. 
I 
believe tbat if this country should unfor­ 
tunately 
become involved 
In 
war we 
will 
all 
wear 
the 
same uni­ 
forms and fight 
under the 
same flag 
[Cheers.] I hope for New Orleans and this 
section the prosperity it deserves. 
What 
benefits this city benefits the adjoining sec­ 
tions 
This State is capable of producing 
millions of dollars more of sugar than at 
present. I rejoice with you id the pros­ 
perity you have. 
I am glad to hear tbat 
this city bas been so much benefitted by 
the improvement at the mouth of the river. 
What helps you helps a large section of 
your country and the entire Mississippi 
Valley. In fact, I wish New Orleans and 
the South increased and long continued 
prosperity, believing and knowing that it 
is the best and cure for disbelievers and 
sectional animosities.

A FLYING MACHINE. 


P rofessor K itch en ’* Proposed A erial 
Voyage to the Xorth Pole, 
From tho New York Herald. 
Prolessor Kitchen made a Hying ma­ 
chine ab jut two years a^o that woald 
really fly. It went up or came down at 
the will ot the operator, went forward aud 
backward, turned around, remained in one 
place, or went to any desired point—In 
fact it proved that a flying machine was 
possible, although it tell tar short of realiz­ 
ing what its projector hoped for, and that 
while navigation in the air was possible 
under 
certain conditions, 
there were 
circumstances when it was not practice 
hie. The machine was exhibited at Phil 
adelphic at the Permanent Exposition a* 
Hartford, and subsequently at Piston. Its 
performances excited wonder and surprise, 
and indicated the correctness of the prin­ 
ciple upon which the construction was 
based even It it did not go further. - Put 
even the flying machines lose tbeir novelty 
as a show piece, and Proies9or Kitchen is 
now io the field with a new project, s u g ­ 
gested perhaps, by Commander Ctnyne'e 
graLd scheme et reaching the noah Dolt 
by aeronautic voyages. Professor Kitchen 
•aye: “I will go to the north pole in ai> 
airship, and the very reasons that will 
keep Captain Cheyne from reaching there 
will be the ones by which 
I will 
i e 
able to succeed, lo cai ring out this id. a 
he has built a working model ut the au - 
fchip he proposes to send to the arctic re­ 
gions. Ii does not materially differ troni 
the one exhibited a few months ago 
rue 
lifting power 19 in a horizontally placed 
cylinder ot gossamer cloth— floelm eacoit 
ed with iodia rubber. It is charged with 
hydrogen gas, made by the usual process 
from iron turnings and sulphuric acid 
Broad bands extend over the cylinder, 
which is about twenty-five feet long and 
thirteen feet in diameter, narrowing toward 
each end. The bands are fastened to a 
light, strong rod, from which the car is 
suspended. The machine is shaped some­ 
thing like the skeleton of a cutter sleigh, 
on the top of which is the operator’s seat. 
In front of the seat is a cog-edged steel 
wheel about ten inches in diameter, with 
doable handles, geared to a four-bladed 
fan, moving horizontally beneath the op ­ 
erator. It can be turned 2,500 times a 
minute. Tne blades of the fan are of strong 
wood, and each has a superficial arca ot 
about fifty square inches 
The blades are 
•et like those of a propeller—that is, at a 
•mall angle with the screw which turns 
them. This constitutes part of the lifting 
and drawing-down power. The gas raises 
ninety-nine pounds of every hundred to be 
lifted; the fan takes care ot tne other 
pound. The operator, wishing to descend, 
reverses the wheel. 
From the tront 
of the frame reaches out two rods, 
carrying at their extremity a vtriicaliy 
working fan, revolving 2,860 times a min­ 
ute. It is exactly Lke the propeller of a 
steamship, except that it can be turned by 
operator's foot from right to left, and vice 
versa, and thus it becomes a rudder as well. 
It will send the machine forward or take it 
backward, and also change its direction, 
the two fans can be worked together or 
separately, the machinery being simple and 
quite within the control of the operator. 
Such is the plan in the diminutive by 
which Prolessor Kitchen, hopes to reach 
the north. The machine he has now will 
carry one man. It has been tried, and al­ 
though much like the one exhibited be­ 
fore, it has many Improvements, is more 
easily controlled and perfectly balanced. 
Instead of worsted bands around the gas 
cylinder, the Professor proposes to have 
steel adjustable bands on the bag ship, 
which will compressure gas in the bag or 
allow It to expand at will. 
This arrange­ 
ment will, be says, counteract the influ­ 
ence of the cold weather in the high lati 
tndes. He believes he can make headway 
against wind blowing at the rate of ten 
railes an hoar. 
The machine has airead v 
traveled against a six mile wind at a fair 
•peed. Further details of his proposed 
pleasure trip to the pole the Professor has 
not formulated, 


Hon. William fi. Seward’s Advice to 
Young Men, 
From tho Albany Evening Journal. 
Mr. Sew ard, in a letter to a young man, 
just published tor the first time, said : “I 
am glad to know you have got into the 
country. It is the best place for young 
men. Allow me to give you a word of 
advice

public employment into some occupation 
by which you can support yourself, do it, 
and become an independent man. Salaries 
exhaust the energies of all men, and very 
often corrupt them. 
No greater calamity cm befall a young 
man than to begin lite in a public office.

Aud these coveted positions are all the 
more pern clous because they are so often 
merely temporary, it would not be so 
bad it the young man who begins life in a 
rut 
were

But these easy clerkships have come 
to be 
recognized 
as 
rewards 
for 
party service rendered either by the re­ 
cipients or by their friends, and come and 
go with the rise and fall of parties. A dis­ 
missed clerk from a political office is abont 
as pitiable aa object as one often meets 
With 
During the two or four or six years he 
has been drawing a fair salary tor little 
work he has been forming habits which 
unfit him for sterner service, and he is 
obliged to take up the thread of life where 
he dropped it to enter upon his coveted 
clerkship, with fewer friends, less ambi­ 
tion and worse habits than when he left 
his original employment, where he had to 
work hard for little pay, to enter upon an 
official position where there was little to do 
and big pay tor doing it. 
Whoever baa had any very protracted 
experience rn political life can call up 
scores of young men whose early ambition 
inspired high hopes of usefulness and suc­ 
cess, but who have sunk into obscurity, if 
not something worse, under the enervating 
influence of some petty office. Such a po 
aition may help him tor a few years, but 
the chances are that it will spoil him for 
life.

The Times 
correspondent interviewed a number of 
the leading lawyers of the city and found 
among them only words of praise for the 
deceased lady.

Said Hon C Ii 
Morton: “The woman who bad the hu­ 
manity and brayery to denounce slavery 
from the public platform certainly had 
the capacity to make a successful lawyer.”
